Mrs. 
Jameson numbered among her 


friends the Brownings, Joanna Baillie, 
Miss Martineau, Carlylc, Ottilie von 
Goethe, our own Irving, Miss Setlg- 
wiek, with whom she was in the strong- 
est sympathy, Harry Cornwall, Thack- 
eray and Sclilegol, and the life of her, 
just issued, is enriched with many ol 
the letters and notes which passed be- 
tween them and herself. Two or three 
passages with reference to Queen Vic- 
toria's coronation and first years as 
Queen have special interest as a revela- 
tion both of the Queen's character 
when she lirst came to the throne, ant! 
of the tenderness, half pity, half affec- 
tion, with which her subjects regarded 
the young Sovereign. Writing of tlie 
coronation, in a loiter to Miss Sedg- 
wick, Mrs. Jameson said: 
" As to the Queen, poor child, she 


went through her part beautifully, ami 
when she returned, looking pale amJ 
tremulous, 
* 
* * 
even Carlyle, 


who was standing near me, uttered 
with emotion a blessing on her head, 
and he, you know, thinks Kings and 
Queens rather superfluous. All tho 
rest, if you feel any curiosity on the 
subject, you will learn in the newspa- 
pers; only one thing which has not yet 
reached them seems to have made a 
strong impression. The Premier Baron, 
old Lord Kolle, is more than eighty- 
five, and, on ascending the steps of the 
throne to do homage, he stumbled from 


age and agitation. The Qneon, forget- 
ting her dignity and her royal state, 
started from her throne and stretched 
out both her hands to help him. This 
little action, against all rules of court 
etiquette, called down a thunder of ap- 
plause." 


In another letter to Miss Sedgwick 


we read of the young Queen: 


"She seems to be really a right- 


hearted, thoroughly-good 
little creat- 


ure. 
Spring Rice told a friend of mine 


that he once carried her some papers 
to sign, and said something about man- 
aging so as to give Her Majesty loss 
trouble.

Mrs. Jameson was living at Windsor 


at the time, and appears to have been 
enchanted with the memories of the 
placo, and not less with the young 
Quyen in the castle. Writing in Au- 
gust, 1888, to Miss Scdgwiok, she said: 
" Among the visions to which, child- 


like, I sometimes yield up my fancy 
when alone I look up to those vast tow- 
ers of our Kings, is one especially, of 
having you here at Windsor. To come 
down as strangers do, to take a hasty 
dinner, and see over the state-rooms 
and pictures, is not to be thought of.

And though you are a 
democrat the gods have made you 
poetical. Imagine our pretty young 
Queen, with all her courtly suite, pour- 
ing out of tho great gates of the castlo 
on most beautiful horses, and sweeping 
through the avenues aud glades of the 
forest here, the Windsor Forest, which 
is the classic ground of ourShakespearo 
as well as of our Edwards and Henrys. 
It sounds well, does it notP And really 
it is a most splendid sight. As to the 
Queen, she really plays tho part to ad- 
miration, 'poorlittle girl,' as Carlylo 
calls her. 1 never look at her but with 
an interest in which some pity is blend- 
ed. She is after all but a pageant, an 
anomaly; and with so much of kind- 
ness of heart and sensibility, what is to 
become of her? A great many anec- 
dotes of her interieur, which roach me 
privately, give me the highest idea of 
her heart and sonso."

In the Academy of Music ono oven- 


ing last week, during the performance 
of " Robert le Diable," just as Mile. 
Lido began singing the aria, " Robert, 
toi quo j'aimc," the attention of the 
auditnco was attracted by the appear- 
ance of a cat upon the stage. Pussy 
looked at the prima donna, calmly sur- 
veyed the house, and then, walking 
down to the footlights, after blinking 
at Signor Arditi, began the tour of the 
orchestra rail. An usher, who had 
been watching pussy's progress, stood 
at the foot of the left aisle, and, amid 
the titter of the house, waited to re- 
ceive her. As she reached tha end of 
her journey he caught her in his arms 
and triumphantly carried her out of the 
house. 


The wonder is that cats do not in- 


trude upon the stage more frequently 
than they do, as there is no theater 
without them. In most theaters sever- 
al are kept as a protection against the 
ravages of rats that infest the buildings. 
The best behaved theater cat in New 
York is Ueddy, at Wallack'a. As soon 
as the curtain falls he makes his tour 
of the stage, but, when the bell rings 
for it to rise, he needs no reminder of 
the fact that his presence is not needed. 
Ho understands his business thoroughly, 
and has never given the management 
the least cause for uneasiness. This is 
a very valuable trait in a cat; for if 
pussy once manages to catch the atten- 
tion of the audience, it is almost impos- 
sible to save the performance from rid- 
icule. 


When Barry Sullivan was playing 


Hamlet at Liverpool n few years ago, 
a cat came upon the stage in the mid- 
dle of the scene wherein the ghost first 
appears, and insisted upon rubbing 
herself against the ghost's logs. 
The 


house, of course, was convulsed, and 
the entire act was ruined. 


Clara Morris at one timewas playing 


Camille in a Cincinnati theater. In the 
last act Camille rises from her lounge 
and staggers to the mirror. She re- 
gards her sunken chocks and wasted 
form, and says: " Ah! how changed I 
am. The doctor lias promised to cure 
me. 1 will have patience." While 
speaking these linos the actress was 
horrified to sec in the mirror the re- 
flection of a cat wliieh was purring but 
a few feet behind her. Slio realised 
that something must be done before the 
audience should take in the situation, 
or tlio entire effect of the scene would 
he lost. She turned shortly around, so 
as not to frighten the cat, and took her 
in her arms. She stroked her gently, 
and, 
with learn in her cyos, exclaimed: 
" Poor pussy! how soft and warm is 
your beautiful fur! It in many weeks, 
is it not? since I held you like tins in my 
arms. Some ono elso may soon take 
my place. 
And, pussy, you will not 


have your mistress with you long." 
With these words she walked toward 
the wings and set the cat free. 
The 


audience supposed that she wan only 
speaking the lines of the play, and the 
scene passed oft' without any accident. 


Macready was playing Macbeth in 


Dublin, Christmas, and the tragedy 
was to bo followed by the inevitable 
pantomime. 
Among the properties 


for the latter was a live pig, which got 
loose while Macready was making his 
great speech in the banquet scene, and 
ran across the stage squealing with all 
its might and main. The whole house 
was convulsed, and 
Macready was 


obliged to join in the general merri- 
ment. The curtain was rung down, 
and there was no more peace for Mac- 
beth that nig lit. 


In K. L. Davenport's first engage- 


ment in this country there was a most 
unexpected introduction of the cat 
element into the Shakespearean drama, 
lie was playing Hamlet to a crowded 
house at the Walnut Street Theater, 
Philadelphia, and in his soliloquy, as 
he was (fellberating whether or not he 
would bear " the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune," a fellow in the 
gallery literally slung a cat at him. It 
bounded upon the stage, slightly graz- 
ing the actor in its descent, and es- 
caped unhurt, with the traditional luck 
of cats.—N. Y. Sun.

The story held him. He had ox 


pected to see some kind of variety 
show, but tho surprise anil his personal 
interest in what was said fastened his 
ivttcnlion as no amusement could have 
done. 


He stood listening while Mr. Sawyer 


rehearsed tho history of his own de- 
liverance. He heard him to tho end of 
his liicture, and thon wont away taink- 
irig. "It is very curious," ho said. 
"Here's a man 
boon in tho same 


slough as myself, and he's got out of 
it." 
Before ho reached his lodgings he 


had made up his mind to stop drinking 
and the rest of his vices, and make a 
bettor beginning. 


None but those who have been in his 


place can know how hard it was for 
.such a man to keep a resolution like 
that; but he was in dead earnest, and 
ho was fortunate in having a wife who 
encouraged him. 


All the next day his struggle with 


temptation was a fearful ono, and al- 
most drove him to delirium. 
In tho 


evening ho prayed to (ilod to help him. 
Il was a prayer wrung out of him by 
suffering—tlie first one ho had ever ut- 
tered-- and it was answered. 


He felt strengthened. It was easier 


to resist tho old sin. Tho change aston- 
ished him. It was the strangest ex- 
perience of his life. 


He sent out his wife to get a Bible 


(for 
ho hod never owned ono, nor al- 


lowed ono in the house), and then the 
redeemed ruflian and drunkard began 
that study of the Word of (iod which ho 
has faithfully kept up ever since, and 
which has confirmed him in a life of 
virtue and religious peace.

homo in rooms on Crosby street, N. Y., 
and he will love to show you tho woll- 
worn Bible that his wife bought for 
him for seventy-live cents, and tell you 
the comfort it has been and is to him, 
and tho whole story of how ho "gol 
out of the slough." 


He is a largo, muscular man, but 


skilled in nothing but the evil trades he 
followed so long, he can only do rough 
work as a day-laborer, and his earnings 
are rarely more than eight dollars a 
week; but he will point you to his 
happy home antl loving wife, and tell 
you contentedly, "A little that a right- 
eous man hath is better than the riches 
of many wicked."—Youltin Companion. 


An Inquiring- Spirit. 


IT is very essential to the right un- 


derstanding of the Bible, that we come 
to tho study of it asking, what does 
this passage teach? rather than, does 
this passage teach this or that? Tho 
interpretation of Scripture has always 
been more or less partial and warped 
through preconceived opinions or prej- 
udices in the mind of the interpreter. 
No man can rid himself entirely of tho 
influence of education and habit. 
But 


one who assumes to act as an inter- 
preter of the Bible for others should be 
especially guarded at this point. And 
in reading and studying the Bible for 
ourselves, if we would T>e most profit- 
ed and truly instructed, we should cul- 
tivate an inquiring spirit, rather than 
come to it for tho purpose of confirm- 
ing opinions we have already formed. 
The Christian who opens his Bible with 
the honest inquiry, " Lord, what wilt 
thou teach me in this?" may indeed 
have to surrender some cherished no- 
tion, or some firmly-seated prejudice, 
and take up some unwelcome truth 
or duty in its place; but. real growth 
in grace will be more promoted by the 
hearty acceptance of a single truth 
than by the able defense of u score of 
errors. 


If this teachable, inquiring spirit 


could be kept prominent among Chris- 
tians, it would doubtlciM do more to 
promote harmony of views and gen- 
uine Christian fellowship than learning 
or scholarship can ever do, and tho 
prayerful study of the Bible by all 
with this spirit in supremacy, would 
soon break down the partition walls bv 
which the Christians of our day are 
quite too effectually separated. When 
the Word of Ciod i* road or quoted 
merely to fortify ourselves in the be- 
lief of what we desire to have true, it 
may become to us a savor of death unto 
death. It will be a savor of life unto 
life when our supreme desire is to 


know the mind and will of God. When 
out Savior prayed, "Sanctify them, 
through Thy truth, Thy Word istruth," 
we are left to infer that Cod's truth, 
and not man's views of that truth, is 
the special moans to be employed in 
promoting 
our aanotitication. U a 


tithe of z«al and study and tireless ef- v 
fort now spent in wresting tlio Script- 
ures to the support of human systems 
and prejudices were employed in hon- 
f 


est and prayerful efforts to ascertain 
what tlio mind of the Lord is, the 
beauty and sweetness of a divine har- 
mony would pervade the whole broth- 
erhood of believers, while all would 
enjoy that freedom which the truth 
gives to such as receive and love it. 
Less dogmatism and more docility 
would be a gain to the pulpits, the 
Sabbath-Schools 
and the Christian 


Conventions of our time.—CH rattan Sec- 
retary.

the vices is thy vice of comparison. 
There is good authority for saying that 
those who measure 
themselves 
by 


themselves, and compare themselves 
among themselves, are not wise.

"God, I 
thank'Tlioo that I am not as other men 
are." That is the language of spiritual 
pride and of consciousness. Thinking 
in this strain, he is sure to paint others 
as block as ho can in order that he may 
show himself to belter advantage on 
this background. It would have been 
well to thank God for not being suf- 
fered to fall into grievous sin; but the 
comparison between himself and other

men"was sure to bring with it many

harsh judgments and many hateful 
passions. Such a comparison, more- 
over, puts the true standard of charac- 
ter out of sight; for that is the law that 
demands perfection. 
Cod's require- 


ment is not, " Be as good as other 
men;" it is, "He ye perfect, oven as 
your Father in Heaven is perfect." 
Beside, such a comparison is very liko- 
ly to bo unjust. How do \oa know 
that you are bettor than " this publi- 
can. 
Sir Pharisee? Perhaps his lifo 


may outwardly seem worse than yours; 
but it may bo that he, though vicious 
and unprincipled and degraded in tho 
eyes of men, is a better man than you 
are In tho sight of God. It may be 
that ho has boon crippled from infancy 
with a heritage of bad passions. 
It 


may be that he was born with an or- 
ganization that inclined him to indul- 
gence.

And it may bo that against all tlioso 
hindrances he has striven bravely— 
far more bravely titan you have ever 
striven; and though his achievements, 
so far its man can see, have not been

real moral heroism than you have over 
shown. You had belter not thank (Joii 
that you arc better than other men, for 
(iod knows both you and them; and Ho 
may know that they arc better than 
you.—Sunday Afternoon.

He has little more' to do than 
die. "It 
never melts." The snow of

Not so with that 
upon the brow of the tottering veteran. 
There is no spring whose warmth can

Food 
thus contaminated would, if eaten, 
communicate a taint to tlie souls as 
well as tlie bodies of the eaters—a taint 
which could only be removed by long 
and painful expiation. 
In traveling 


over every part of India, and diligent- 
ly striving to note the habits of the na- 
tives in every circumstance of their 
daily life. I never once saw a single 
Hindu, except of th« lowest cante, 
either preparing or eating cooked food 
of any kind. The Kamiinujaa carry 
these ideas to an extravagant extreme. 
They carefully lock the doors of their 
kitchens and protect their culinary and 
prandial operations from the vxtx> of 
even high-cast* Brahmins of tribes and 
sects different from their own.—The 
Conteinfiorarii JUview.

THE CIPHER. 


A Mlorr orKuicland In the Days of Na- 


poleon. 


ABOIT the bej;inninp of thUcentury, 


sayg a story writer in an exchange, 
while the Revolutionary Wars were 
raging, communication by cipher wits 
naturally very prevalent; and ingenu- 
ity was taxed to the utmost on one 
hand to invent, and on the other to de- 
tect, the medium used In secret corre- 
spondence. As u rule the decipherer 
hud beaten the cipher; nnd no known 
method was xnro against detection. If 
conventional signs inorcly were used, 
the recurrence of the diflerent sjinbols 
gave a key easily followed out. 
-Some 


ingenious spirits corresponded by ref- 
erence to the pages and lines of the 
particular editions of particular books; 
others by an ngreud-on vocabulary. 
But these last methods, although they 
might preserve the secret, disclosed 
what wai often 
<|uitc a.s dangerous, 


that there was n secret. I am about to 
tell you of a plan which for u long 
time was not only undetected but mi- 
suipecteil. 


It was at tliat limo wlinn the First Na- 


poleon hud assembled his fleets and 
transports at Hirst, with the ostensi- 
ble, und as is generally believed tliu 
real, view of making a descent on Kn- 
gland. The greatest precautions were 
observed by tliu Knglish Government 
in regard to 
correspondence with 


France, and an amount of espionage 
was practiced at tlie TostoH'tee which 
left Sir Jamus (iralmm's .siiliscniieiit 
performances in Unit line far behind. 
Jlio National exeiteinent WHS intense, 
and the political department was ad- 
ministered with tin iron sway.

tincture of Whitehall that it Imil be- 
come .second nature to him.

genial and kindly soul, keen and ener- 
getic in the afl'aifs of his ollice, anit in 
all other things a inert! child. 


He had engaged as hid private secre- 


tary a young fellow by the name of 
lleaumont. who wan one of tho most 
iiroiuiiient subordinates in the estab- 
lishment. He was a modest, unassum- 
ing man, very good looking, with u 
countenance and an air suggestive of 
depression and melancholy. He was 
evidently of good education, and prob- 
ably well-bred also, for his manners 
were easy and indicated good breeding. 
lie was a native of Jersey, and had 
boon introduced to the notice of the Ad- 
miralty authorities by some influential 
Member of Parliament. 
He wiu much

meaning. 
" My suspicions, once aroused, were 


confirmed by Uio inquiries which I 
made. Tho whole story about tho sis- 
ter was a fabrication. The letters did 
come from Jersey, tho answers went to 
Fleet street, to the charge of very noto- 
rious foreign agents. But if our friend 
had not been fool enough to leave his 
half sheet in his desk, we might have 
groped in vain for the mystery." 


Beaumont disappeared that night,

The suggestion 
of mixing pulverized glass with gun- 
powder is effective in separating me- 
chanically the grains, and thus' pre- 
venting the initial flash from pene- 
trating beyond Ihe particular ones sub- 
mitted lo inflammation; but in conse 
quence, probably, of the exposure en- 
tailed in the mixing, as well as during 
the subsequent process of sifting out 
the glass before the powder can be 
used, the process has not attained any 
practical 
importance. 
Gun cotton, 


however, by being saturated with wa- 
ter, in rendered fjuito inert, and the 
subsequent operation of removing the 
excess of moisture is free from dan- 
ger; special conditions are necessary to 
its explosion in a damp state—condi- 


tions not easily brought about by mere 
accident.—Exchange. 


IN the new process of milling which 


has come into use with such remark- 
able results, heating the wheat previous 
to grinding is an indispensable opera- 
tion; but artificial means have, of 
course, to be resorted to, in order to 
force the conditions and thus prepare 
the wheat for milling. 
Several modes 


of forcing such conditions have been 
devised, one of which is that of passing 
the wheat over a coil of pipe or cor- 
rugated cylinder, in tho interior of 
which steam is applied. The applica- 
tion of the heat is recommended just 
before the wheat enters the mill-stones, 
a separate heater being used for each 
pair of stones. 
The result of this ar- 


rangement and operation is found to be 
the driving of the moisture contained 
in the inner substance of the wheat 
more or less in the bran, which is thus 
toughened, while the flour is left to 
dry, its color being improved, and its 
condition is more favorable for packing 
and shipping.—N. Y. Sun. 


Unhealthy Cellars. 


THAT many cases of diphtheria, ty- 


phoid fever and other kinds of malig- 
nant diseases are due to the filthy cel- 
lars under dwellings there is scarcely 
room for doubt, lu our large cities 
these diseases may come from imper- 
fect drainage and the almost unavoid- 
able entrance of sewer gases into dwell- 
ings; but too frequently there is an un- 
derground and little-used cellar where 
garbage of various sorts has been al- 
lowed to accumulate and decay, add- 
ing considerably to tho volume of un- 
healthy gases which enter the dwell- 
ing- 


While in cities, on account of the 


limited space occupied by the build- 
ings, and the actual crowding of a 
large number of persons within a small 
area, it is not always practicable to 
avoid such sources of disease, there are 
no such difficulties to contend with in 
the country; and it diseases exist which 
are known to originate from the sources 
named, they are the result of sheer 
negligence. It ia not necessary that a 
farmer should fill the collar under his 
dwelling with potatoes, turnips and 
similar roots and vegetables in the fall, 
and leave them there during tho whole 
or greater part of the winter, lhatovery 
decayed specimen may send its stench 
through tho rooms above. We know 
that it is a common practice after all 
the roots are in to bank up every win- 
dow and the outside door with fresh 
horse manure to keep out the frost, so 
that the only outlet for tho noxious 
gases, is through the inside door, which 
in many instances opens directly into 
the room most constantly occupied by 
the family. 


No cellar containing perishable arti- 


cles of the kinds named, if scaled up 
and not frequently ventilated, can re- 
main long in Hiich a condition without 
generating unhealthy gases, which, of 
course, must reach the rooms above. 
For convenience sake, tho winter sup- 
ply of vegetables may be placed in tlie 
house collar, but they should bo put in 
ban-els or small boxes, where each lot 
can bo looked over frequently and all 
decaying specimens taken out as soon 
as discovered. But it would bo still 
better to place the larger proportion of 
such articles in out-door cellars or barn 
collars, or even bury them in heaps in 
the open ground, where a supply can 
bo obtained during warm, pleasant 
days in winter, and only permit a small 
quantity to be taken to tho house cel- 
lar as occasion demands. There should 
always bo provided some arrangement 
for ventilating tho cellar from the oul- 
side, whenever Ihe wealhor will permit 
during the winler; in fact, perfect 
cleanliness in the cellar is fully as es- 
senlial to the health of the persons liv- 
ing over it, as in the rooms in which 
they eat or sleep. 


If the cellars arc damp and every- 


thing in them smells musty in con.se- 
quence, they should 
be thoroughly 


drained with all possible dispatch, or 
at once filled up and abandoned, and 
now ones made where different condi- 
tions can bo secured, even if they have, 
to bo built entirely on the surface of 
the ground anil banked up to prevent 
fieo/.ing. This placing cellars under 
the house has become Hiicli a mutter of 
custom that few persons seem to think 
any other place will do, and down goes 
a hole in tno ground as the first move 
toward creeling a dwelling, and far too 
frequently the excavation is little better 
thanamudliule, with no means provided 
fordrainage. In many instances it would 
bo better to merely lay up a foundation 
for the house, and then use the surplus 
stone or brick for constructing an out- 
side collar on tho surface of tho ground, 
banking up and covering with sods or 
ornamental vinos. 
Such structures 


need 
not 
bo unsightly objects in 


one's grounds, but an ornament, if a 
little taslo is displayed in their arrange- 
ment and construction. A cellar ue- 
lochod from the house is nol quite as 
convenient as one under it, but a family 
had better submit to some inconve- 
nience than live in constant fear of bo- 
ing laid up with fever. 


What is true of house cellars is also 


applicable to barn cellars, and although 
cattle may bo able to resist diseases 
which are generated in (ilth better than 
human beings, utill, heaps of decom- 
posing vegetable matter under stables 
cannot be considered conducive to good 
health in cattle or the men who have to 
care for them. For lliis reason we ob- 
jecl lo manure cellars under barns or 
stables where cattle arc kept or their 
food stored. These adjuncts may be 
very handy anj save much time and 
labor in cleaning out the stalls, but 
their effect upon the animals confined 
over them cannot be anything but dele- 
terious.— N. Y. Sun. 


—The Papier Xcitumj says: " Any 


ordinary drawing-paper may bo pro- 
pared for making indelible such pencil- 
marks as are put upon it by laying the 
paper carefully on the surface of a bath 
consisting of a 
warm 
solution of 


bleached coloplionium in alcohol, until 
the entire surface is moistened. It is 
then dried by hot air. 
After the draw- 


ing is made the paper is again warmed 
on a stove."

FARM AXD HOUSEHOLD. 


—Tapioca Meringue.—Two cups of 


tapioca; soak in the milk or water over 
night; in the morning put it cm to boil, 
adding f. little milk at a time until it 
becomes of the consistency of cream; 
add yelks of five eggs; sweeten to 
taste; flavor delicately; when cold cover 
with a meringue made of the whites of 
the egg«. 


—Wnile the abundance and low price 


of grain in this country obviates any 
great necessity of practicing strict 
economy in feeding fowls, it may be 
wall to know that roasted acorns are 
highly recommended for this purpose 
by a Uerman authority. It is said that 
roasted acorns ground into meal or 
pounded are an oxcollontfeod for hens, 
and promote the production of eggs. 
Here is a chance for persons living 
near oak forests to turn the acorns to 
account. 


—Lemon Pie.—Pool two good-sizeU 


lemons; cut in halves; press out the 
juice; chop fine; add the lemon and 
juice to one pint of New Orleans mo- 
lassos; half-cnp of water; stir well to- 
gether; line a tin with a rich crust; 
shako Hour over it, pour in half of this 
mixture; then cover with a rich crust; 
bake in a moderate oven one-half hour; 
if the oven is too hot the juice will 
run out; this will make two pies.— 
Cor. N. Y. Tim&i. 


—Suet Pudding.—Four eggs, one- 


ha.lt pound or one cup of suet, chopped 
line; one pint of bread-crumbs, one 
quart of milk, one-half teasnoonful of 
cinnamon, one-half teaspooniul of nut- 
meg and two tablospoonfuls of flour or 
corn-starch. Mix the suet, crumbs, 
cinnamon, nutmeg and Hour (or corn- 
starch) together; boil the milk, and 
while it is hot pour suet, etc., into it, 
beating thoroughly; add the eggs, 
beaten; sweeten to the taste; add a little 
salt, brown the pudding in an oven and 
serve warm. 


—Cream Puffs.—One-half pound but- 


ter, three-quarters pound llour, eight 
eggs, one pint of water. Stir the but- 
ter with the water, which should be 
warm; place upon the stove and bring 
to a boil; add the Hour and boil one 
minute, stirring constantly; take from 
the lire and lot cool. Beat the eggs 
very light and add to the cooled paste, 
first the yelks and then the whites. 
Drop in large spoonfuls upon buttered 
paper, though they are nicer-shaped 
baked in murtin-rings placed in a drip- 
ping-pan. They must bo placed far 
enough apart so as not to run into each 
oilier. When cold, cut out the center 
with a sharp knife, and lil! them with 
tliin-boilctl custard. Season with lemon 
or vanilla. 


—Mr. John Urattan, a California 


farmer, has lately adopted a somewhat 
uoviil method of clearing raw tule lands. 
It costs about live dollars the acre to 
break up such lands, and then it re- 
quires months for the coarse vegetable 
matter to decay and' leave the soil in a 
good condition for tlio reception of 
sued. To avoid all this delay, as well 
as lessen the expense, Mr. Grattan pur- 
chased a quantity of kerosene oil and 
used this to net lire to the sod. He 
made small holes with his boot heel 
every few feet, filled these with kero- 
sene and set it on lire. In this way lie 
succeeded in burning over a largo tract 
of land, and leaving it in such a con- 
dition that by a little harrowing it was 
ready for the reception of almost any 
kind of seed. At the present price of 
crude petroleum 
or the refined oil, 


either might ho profitably employed in 
burning over many an old sod filled 
with noxious weeds nnd insects, which 
it would kill out, beside pulling the 
land in good condition for crops. 


The Imin-ovrnidit of Farms. 


In our Western country, or at least 


the newer portion of it, there is neces- 
sarily a constant 
improvement of 


farms. 
A quarter section under cul- 


tivation is more valuable than a quar- 
ter section of wild land. A quarter 
suction with a house on it is worth 
more than one without any houao, and 
as buildings and other improvements 
are added, there is necessarily an in- 
crease in the value of the land. Where 
tlio country is oldur, and tho farming 
is poorly done, 1111 increase in value 
ceases, when buildings, fences, etc., 
are completed and the soil is permitted 
to run down. There must be some im- 
provement, however, in a new country, 
for actual necessity will compel it, und 
in any suction the repair of wear and 
tear should bo considered a necessity 
and should bo viewed in the light of 
improvement. 


All that is expended, however, in 


those things which we call improve- 
ments, must necessarily lessen tlio net 
profits of the farm, and usually there 
is no account made of such expendi- 
tures at all when estimating the prof- 
its. In very many cases even the liv- 
ing of the farmer and his family is 
not included in tho estimate of the 
income of tho farmer. A family, per- 
haps, occupies a house which could not 
be rented in the country for less than 
one hundred and fifty dollars, and in 
tho city for not less than six hundred; 
the family table during the year rep- 
resents ail the way from two hundred 
to six hundred dollars, according to the 
market from which dillerent individ- 
uals would bo compelled to purchase, 
and tlie clotliirig of a iamily costs as 
much in proportion. An intelligent 
and enterprising farmer in Illinois, oc- 
cupying a small farm, once said to us 
in reply to tliu question, how much 
he made the previous year, tlial he 
made twelve hundred dollars. It was 
a prctly laren sum for a small farm, 
mi (I considering, too, that the man had 
a very largo family. 
Upon seeking in- 


formation, the explanation was made 
that lie reckoned his IIOUKU rent, table 
expenses and clothing at a thousand 
dollars, which added to two hundred 
actual net profits made the 
HUIII of 


twelve hundred. 


This is evidently tlio proper way to 


estimate income, although living ex- 
penses cannot be construed as net prof- 
its. 
It is otherwise, however, with 


money 
invested in 
improvements. 


Take for instance an actual cash bal- 
ance, after deducting usual expenses, 
of live hundred dollars, as represent- 
ing the net profits of the farm, if no 
improvements had been made. No 
one could question the character of 
that surplus under such circumstances. 
It would be net profit. 
But suppose 


that during the year a barn had been 
erected on the farm, and it was neces- 
sary to use that five hundred dollars in 
paying for that, what would be the 
state of the balance sheet then? It 
would show just as clearly a surplus 
on the credit side UK it would if the 
money was in bank. Indeed, live hun- 
dred dollars would be, under ordinary 
circumstances, a greater profit in u 
needed barn than it would be in cosh, 
for it is not at all improbable that the 
building would make the farm worth 
more than live hundred dollars addi- 
tional. 


We make these suggestions simply 


for the purpose of encouraging a more 


hopeful feeling among farmers who are 
engaged in the commendable work of 
making improvements on their farms. 
Occasionally farmers fail to improve, 
to their detriment and to the detriment 
of the community, because tboy do not 
look at it in this light, which istlioonly 
proper view to take of it. Those of us 
who arc acquainted wilh the wretched 
condition of many farms in the older 
portions of tho country, and have a 
pride in the new West, cherish a very 
natural desire to see a steady progress 
in farm improvement, until everyone 
of our 
W estern farms shall 
liave 


reached perfection. 
Our developmenl 


should be symmetrical. \Vo want good 
houses, good barns and good fences. 
Every farm should lia^e them in time. 
Wo do not want to imitate portions of 
New Jersey, where the farm houses are 
perfectly elegant and the barns but 
simple apologies, nor yet to imitate 
parts of Pennsylvania, where the barns 
arc model structures of tho kind, and 
the houses nothing. We need in the 
lirst place to remember that every farm 
should have a model barn as soon as it 
is possible for its owner to erect one, 
and that the farmer and his family 
should have just as good and comfort- 
able a house as anybody has; and in 
the second place that such things add 
to tho real value of the farm, and that 
consequently the money expended in 
their erection is not thrown away, but 
is net profit. 


It is well in this connection to say 


that during the lull of business and the 
depression of tho times, the mind could 
be greatly comforted by being drawn 
from constantly dwelling upon the 
gloom, if farmers would busy them- 
selves in making such improvements 
on their farms as cost little except the 
time in making them. There are many 
things that might be done during the 
winter to improve the looks and useful- 
ness of the farm, and when good times 
do dawn, such a farmer will find that 
he has enriched himself very material- 
ly without scarcely knowing how ho did 
it.— We&U.rn Rural. 


Old-Time Servants. 


ONK of tho greatest social nuisances 


of the eighteenth century wore thu men- 
servants. Wo all know tho figure they 
nmke in the plivys of that period; tho 
impudent blackguards whom any geii- 
tluman of tho present day would kick 
down-stairs before they hud been live 
minutes in din company. These aro 
doubtless exaggerations; but the fact 
was, that in tho fsishionable world at 
that time, a servant was under little 
more obligation to bo civil U» his mas- 
ter than a cabman is now to bu civil 
to liib fare. 
He lived by society, more 


than by any individual member of it. 
His real wages were Uio vails which 
were paid him by his muster's friends; 
and a place was then good or bad, not 
according to tho character of the em- 
ployer, the amount of wages which he 
paid, but according to the number and 
quality of his company. This system 
naturally led to servants being kept in 
great numbers. 
Jn the "Constant 


Couple" we lind a widow lady and licr 
daughter, in good position, but not par- 
ticularly rich, with four footmen in the 
house. They formed a society of their 
own, 
with their own rights ami privi- 


c'UCH, ami could bo as troublesome on 
occasions as the apprentices of Lon- 
don were a century before. 
They had 


the rifflit of free, admission to tlie up- 
per gullery of the theater. And when 
tlieir riotous behavior made it neces- 
sary to e\pel them, in the year 17.')7, 
it wns not done till twenty-live persons 
had been seriously injured. 
As they 


lived principally nn board wages, tiiey 
had tlieir own clubs and taverjis, as, 
indeed, they have now, whcro 
tliey 


swore, (Irani; and gambled like their 
betters. Of tin! grievous burden which 
the system of vails entailed upon the 
poorer class of visitors, when money 
was nearly worth double what it is now 
innumerable anecdotes remain. 
Of 


these the most amusing is of SI eel" and 
Uinhop Homily visiting the Duke of 
Murlboroi!<r,li, when, on taking their 
departure through lines of rich liver- 
ies, Stcele found he had not money 
enough for the whole number, and made 
tho servants a speech instead, compli- 
menting them on their critical powers, 
and inviting them all gratis to Dniry 
Lane Theater to whatever play they 
might choose to bespeak. The worst 
of it was that the guests were extiected 
to fee all the servants in the house, 
from the highest to tlio lowest; and 
Mr. Roberts lias preserved a table of 
vails kept by ono of the Hurrel] family, 
in which the gardeners, midor-gardon- 
ers, undor-cook, errand-boy and nurso 
tigure with tho chief domestics. 
Tho 


nuisance, howi'vor, was very tenacious 
of life, and is not dead yet. 
In fact 


among one class of country xcrviuitH. 
namely gamekeepers, it is hardly, if at 
all, abated.—Cornhili Magazine.
